States, and tho returns and result of 
8(iid election bhall bo submitted to the 
Congre.-n of tho United .States. by the 
Governor.-) of tno several States. 


If this resolution is adopted Con- 


gre-SB tihoiild immediately adjourn that 
every m'ver man in both houses may 
Imve opportunity to address the peo- 
ple of the J'>istcru States and inaugur- 
ate au education campaign at once.

WASHINGTON, October 2.—The silver 


purchase bill was then taken up. 
Dubois of Idaho, raising to a personal 
statement, called attention to the

SECTION 1. Section one of said amendatorj 
ordinance U hereby amended to read us fol 


SECTION 1. Every person, firm or assoeia 
tion engaged in selling goods, wares, mer 
chandise or other personal property at aiic 
tion or public outcry (except persons making- 
such sales under an execution, or other order 
of Court), shall pay quarterly, for a licence to 
carry on or conduct such bn-iness five hund 
red dollars, or for a monthly licence, (which 
shall date from the first day of ihe month in 
which such Hcence in issued) of two huudrei 
and fifty dollars, or by the day, for each uni 
every day, that he or they shall be engaged 
in said business, twenty-five dollars: pro- 
vided, however, that all persons having 
second-hand household goods and furniture, 
second-hand vehicles and live stoelc may sel 
or cause to be sold at public auction or out- 
cry without obtaining a Hcence therefor. 
. 
Section 2 of said amendatory ordinance is 
amended so as to read as follows; 
Every person, firm, association or corpora- 
tion having a fixed place of business, and not 
herein specially mentioned or oiium erated, 
dealing in Roods, wares and merchandise 
shall pay a quarterly licence of three dollar*.

Animal Life Time Falls to Pieces\Vlien lUo 


Pressure of the IVater No Longer Hold* 
ft Together—The Bottom of the Sea. 
What It l<t Like. 
The new submarine -world now ex- 


plored and mapped out presents a very 
flSGurent picture from that painted for 
as by the poets. But a fihort time has 
elapsed since the bottom of the oceau 
was supposed to be the counterpart of 
the- face of the earth above \vater—with 
hills Bud vii.I'.qys, with precipitousmoiiTi- 
tuhis lifuug- to-,vai-rl the surface end pro- 
fimnd Korsc-3 rinking to unfathomable 
depths. The o-.-uan floor is far less di- 
v«-r*-ified thau tho land. 


Hero and there, to be rrare, inlands in 


in rnuc-eari arc tho summits of enormous 
mor.ntnins, rising more or less abruptly 
froiu n generally level surface, and the 
sea lying ever a narrow, depressed re- 
ifioii in tho northwestern Pacific reaches 
its greatest depth. But this is excep- 
tional. 
In its general character the 


ocean bottom consists of vast flat or 
slightly undulating plains. An extraor- 
dinary circumstance that has been no- 
liced with interest and that always cre- 
ates surprise when first learned is the 
entiro absence of foreign matter in the 
deeper part of the ocean's floor. 


Of all the vessels lost in midocean; of 


all the human beings that havo been 
drowned; of all the marine animals that 
havo perished; of all tho clay, sand and 
gravel let fall by dissolving icebergs; of 
all the various substances drifted from 
every shore by shifting currents, not a 
trace remains, but in their place water 
from 1,000 to 2,000 fathoms in depth 
covers the uniform deposit o£ thick, blu- 
ish, tenacious slime called globigerina 
ooze. A bit of this under u powerful 
lens is a revelation of beauty not readily 
forgotten. Tho oozo is composed almost 
entirely of the daintiest, most delicately 
beautiful shells imaginable. 


At depths greater than 3,500 fathoms 


tho bottom of tho sea consists mainly of 
products arising from exposure, for al- 
most incalculable periods, to the chem- 
ical action of sea water, of pumice and 
oth'.r volcanic matters. This finally re- 
sults in tho formation of tho red clay de- 
jio.jitL that ;:ro considered characteristic 
of tho i,iv''o'm<ie&t depths of the ocean. 
CarboiMuO of limo,-which in tho form of 
the shoilj of foiv.minifera, makes up so 
largo a part of tho globigerina ooze, is 
here almost entirely absent. 


Sea water is \ ery nearly a universal 


solvent, and before any shell, large or 
small, reaches tho bottom of these tre- 
mendous atiysais it is chemically eaten 
:in, literally flu-solved—a result which 
the cnorinoxv. pivssuro of the water must 
materially h,'>i..'n. At 1,000 fathoms the 
weight of thtj water pressing on all sides 
of an object immersed to that depth is 
very nearly one ton to tho square inch. 
>r more than 100 times that sustained at 
the son level, and nt tho greatest depths 
the pressxu-c is so increased thatit would 
seein nothing could withstand it. 
In 


fact, heavy metal cylinders let down with 
tho sounding apparatus are sometimes, 
bi'iiig drawn up again to the surface, 
cor.lid bent and collapsed; strongly made 
j-uif a vessels which tho metal enclosed 
in.- shuttered in to fragments.

cooing absent. But still deeper, 


->tr,in;,;o (o ray, has beeii discovered an 
.vHindaut :.ud varied fauna, new to sci- 
>iK/o, living under conditions of tremon- 
1'uis pres.ft.uro and paucity of the life 
lU^lainiug oliTieufc of oxj^en that in- 
duced an emiiicnt zoologist to say quite 
recently, ""What wo know of the great 
i;^t ocean depths forbids us to expect to 
find thorn inhabited by living organ- 
i-iu:,." Hero indeed survive forms ot 
lii'o the liko of which no inhabitant oJ 
the upper world, not even tho sun him- 
self, has looked inion before the dredges 
or' tho Challenger, the Albatross, the 
Bl.i !:o and fi'jiilarly equipped vessels 
dragged up n-.a rina creatures from con 
.'.vuial cold uud dark. 


it might reasonably bo supposed thai 


t'iKve deniriuna of gi-eat sea depths woulc 
b.- built jaoro firmly and strongly thai 
hnrf-.cj iimmald to resist the pressure o: 
the element in which they live, but it is 
just tho contrary- The most universa' 
characteristic of these creatures is the 
loohowess i'.nd flabbiness of texture they 
exhibit. Indeed they seem to need the 
excessive pressure of the -water about 
them to keep their parts together, for 
when they are brought to the surface 
they uro ready to fall to pieces. It ia 
problem, so strangely are sonio of them 
formed, how they cau move from plac 
to placo. 
Were they not entirely below 


the disturbing element of wave action 
they would, to all appearances, be help- 
less. 
Inhabiting these abyssmal spaces, aa 


completely cut o£f from communication 
with tho upper waters as we are from 
the inhabitants of other planets, we can 
only vaguely speculate on their habiti 
and judge their manners of life from 
their somewhat remote analogies to tin 
surface species nearest akin to them 
Plant life is entirely absent from then: 
place of abode, and although they doubt 
less prey upon each other some origina 
sources of food stipply musf' -f course b 
conjectured to exist.—Cosm

able to read disqualified a person from 
sitting on a jury. It is the first time the 
question has been raised we believe. 
Section 225 of the criminal code pro- 
vides: "Tho court shall, on motion of 
either party, and before argument to the 
jury, instruct tho jury on the law ap- 
plicable to the case, which shall always 
be given in writing." Congressman 
Dickorson made the point that each jury- 
man should bo able to read the instruc- 
tions himself, and if he could not do this 
he was disqualified. The judge sustained 
the objectiou.—Greenup (Ely.) Gazette.
